Of course, much of the cynical in­ 
difference to crime proceeds from the 
terrible five years just ended, during 
which much of the working class was 
tempted into the perpetration of rob 
buries by tile feeling that in robbing 
Hie rich they were doing a service to 
the poor. 
The fact that the leaders could seize 
the property of those who were de­ 
nounced us “enemies to the cause,” 
led many of the lower class to believe 
that the forcible sequestration of oth­

paredness. or that he would be willing 
to do a crooked thing because it would 
favor his interests. 
This complaint of the peace a t any 
price advocates that the only persons 
In favor of increasing our army and 
navy are those who would profit by 
army and navy contracts is not justi­ 
fied by anything that has been pub­ 
lished by the array and navy defense 
societies. 
Of course, in all our wars we have 
had the humiliating spectacle of many 
crooked dealers doing 
all 
in their 
power to secure the

contracts. 
But we have also had the example of 
many thousands of patriots who were 
walling to lose their individual pro­ 
perty for the sake of an Ideal.
